All 
factories and schools In the city are 
equipped with private alarm boxes, 
while hotels are not.

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THE KANSAS INpUSTBIAL COURT 


The court of industrial relations of 


Kansas after a few years of hectic and un- 
certain life, has come to an ignoble end. 
Twice has the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States directly held that its compul- 
sory efforts to control either employer or 
employe are directly in violation of the 
freedom of contract inherently belonging 
to every individual in the country. 


Even aside from, the legal matters in- 


volved, the effort of the people of Kansas 
to terminate all industrial disputes and 


> strife by court action, has in practical life 
been demonstrated to be quite visionary. 
The Kansas idea was that all people en- 
gaged in the manufacture or preparation 
of food, clothing, fuel, as well as trans- 
portation and other public utilities, were 
engaged in businesses "with a public in- 
terest" and therefore subject to regula- 
tion by the public acting through its leg- 
islature. The act was based upon a de- 
cision of the federal supreme court that in 
a nation wide dispute over wages between 
railroad companies and their train oper- 
atives, with a general strike, commercial 
paralysis and grave loss and suffering 
overhanging the country, Congress had 
power to prescribe wages, not confisca- 
tory but obligatory on both for a reason- 
able time to enable them to agree. 


There it was held that the business or 


common carriers by rail, was. in one as- 
pect, a public business because of the in- 
terest of society in its continued operation 
and rightful conduct, and that this gave 
rise to a public right of regulation to the 
full extent necessary to secure and pro- 
tect it: that, viewed as an act fixing wag- 
'es, it was an essential regulation for pro- 
tection of public right: that it did not in- 
vade the private right of the carriers be- 
cause their property and business were 
subject to the power of government to in- 
sure fit relief by appropriate means: and 
it did not invade private rights of em- 
ployes, since their right to demand wages 
and to leave the employment, individual- 
ly or in concert, was subject to limitation 
by congress because it is public business 
which congress might regulate under the 
( 


commerce power which it has. Kansas in j 
its. attempted regulation of industrial life i 
went much further than congress in meet- 
ing emergency arising by reason of a dis- 
pute between a public carrier and its em- 
ployes. 


There is quite a difference between the 


butcher, the baker, the cloOiiT and »he 
miner, on the one hand, and a public ser- 
vice corporation upon the other. The 
power of our legislatures to compel con- 
tinuity in a business can arise only where 
the obligation of continued service by the 
owner and its employes is direct, and is as- 
sumed when the business i« entered upon. 
A public service corporation -when it ac- 
cepts a franchise from the people is not 
free to withdraw the us* «f that which 5t 
lias granted to the public. No «njrh situa- 
tion <-xi«ts in the ordinary bu«5n<^«-. whe- 
ther it be devoted to food. Clothing, fuel 
or oth<r commodities. To permit 1h<» Vc- 
islaturc to regulate a public bu««in"<>s dur- 
ing an emergency and only wh^n pravc 
,peril confronts the people centrally must 
mark the borderline in IcciMativ* inter- 
ference. 


Mr. (Stunners wa.s forenmt in h;«. at- 


tack upon tho Kansas court of industrial 
relations. 
He foresaw with the unerring 


trend of bis knowledge of human affairs 
and institution*! that the act was not prac- 
tical, would create a wholly artificial 
standard of life wherein workers and cm- 


plovers alike acted more like automatons 
than humans. He characterized the act 
as "slavery for employes and employers 
alike." The supreme court in reviewing 
Ihc act passed merely upun the lack of 
power in a,legislative body to so com- 
pletely interfere -with the freedom of con- 
tract belonging to every individual \inder 
the constitution. 


The Kansas court, did not succumb to 


the first decision at AVashinpton. Tt did 
not give up tho chost easily. Tt insisted 
that it still had tho right to fix the hours 
of labor and the penalties for going be- 
yond those hours. 
These arc matters 


which have generally been fixed by con- 
tract between the employer and the union 
or association representing the employes. 
And when the Kansas court attempted to 
fix the hours of labor it again embarked 
upon a dangerous venture. It is now con- 
ceded that legislative bodies or their agen- 
cies such as the Kansas court, may adjust 
tho hours of labor, particularly of women, 
and in inherently dangerous occupations, 
but such right is allowable only upon tho 
basis of the public health and the future 
virility of the race. To go beyond those 
limitations is again to interfere vrith 
rights that belong to individuals and must 
not be made the subject of ft legislative 
football game. 


"Wo think.the action of the Federal su- 


premo court is human and progressive. 
In result it prevents the law from har- 
nassing or straightjacketing either work- 
ers or employers excepting where limita- 
tion upon the rights of all is necessary for 
the health and well being of the public 
generally and in relation to public service 
corporations which, in consideration of the 
public rights given them, ard bound to 
continue their property in the public use 
whether they like it or not. 


It is clear that the Kansas act was the 


attempt by well meaning persons to ter- 
minate industrial strife and dispute. 
In 


theory it sounded attractive; but attrac- 
tive theories do not always work out well 
and the measures of well meaning per- 
sons often miscarry. 
The fundamental 


principles of the constitution, one of 
which is the freedom of the individual 
to contract as he chooses, alone or in union 
with others, are principles which outlive 
all theories. They must not be subverted 
for a little temporary advantage. Collec- 
tive bargaining, while not perfect in its 
results, has gone a great distance in solv- 
ing many industrial problems. Both em-, 
ployers and employes understand their 
own problems and the knots to be unrav- 
eled better than any industrial court how- 
ever well advised. The citizen, in whatso- 
ever class in life he may find himself, na- 
turally resents any interference with his 
life or work beyond that which is essential 
for the public good. 


Yet. efforts like the Kansas act are in 


the right direction even if they are only 
efforts. 
AVe make no progress while we 


stand still. Sound progress consists of 
about ninety-nine per cent of experience 
and one per cent of theory. The Kansas 
act mixed the ingredients in wrong 
measure.

industry one of

greatest in the world. 


Sir Walter Raleigh was tho first 


to introduce and plant tobacco In the 
British Isles. In 1584 he 
carried 


seeds and cuttings to his farm 
in 


Youghal, County Cork,. Ireland, to 
bring his source 
of supply within 


easy reach, for Sir Walter was an 
Inveterate s>moker and

mixtures tobacconists depend almost 
entirely on the natural leaf to secure 
tho desired flavor. 
Many shops In 


the larger English cities will mix va- 
rious kinds of raw toljacco for each 
individual smoker until ho has found 
tho mixture he wants. The recelpe 
is noted carefully and given a num- 
ber, and thereafter 
whenever 
tho 


smoker wants tobacco of his favorite 
kind, ho need only send his order to 
the shop and tell in what form he 
wants It cut and packed. 


MANY ^VARIETIES 


In America there is less Individual- 


Ity but much greater variety. There 
is scarcely a tobacco shop worth tho 
name that has less than 40 or 50 
brands of pipe and cigarette tobacco 
on Its shelves. These brands may be 
divided into various classes accord 
Ing to the method of cutting. 
The 


most popular form in this county 
appears to be cut plug. This again 
may 'bo crimp cut, sliced, 
rubbed 


cube cut or diced. 


Then there is long cut, flake to- 


bacco, scrap and plug, the latter to 
be sliced or cut and rubbed, and much 
in favor with men who are in the 
open and carry most of their worldly 
goods In a pack on their backs.
